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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art teaches or 
suggests detecting pregnancy in bovine animals using pregnancy associated proteins (PAGs) 
where said PAG is present in early pregnancy and absent about two months post-partum, and the 
PAGs possess particular epitopes selected from PAG 4, 6, 7, 16, 17, 20 and 21. The closest prior 
art is Robert et al. (Aspart. Prot. Struct. Funct. Biol. Biochem. (1995) 231-240). However, 
Robert et al. do not disclose that using early pregnancy PAGs antibody for analysis, rather 
Robert et al. detect a longer time period, i.e. 90 days and using a different PAG 1 antigen instead.
